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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Subsequent to a notice of allowability which is of record in the present application, 
applicant filed an RCE (5/21/2010) including new claims 24-27 dependent on the 
allowed independent claim 23 as well as an independent claim 28 for further 
examination. Claim 28 was rejected in office action mailed 1 1/18/2010 and is cancelled 
in this amendment. 

Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

2. Present claims 2-10, 12-21 and 23-27 are allowed. An updated search was conducted 
and no new art was found. The reasons for allowance remains the same as set forth in 
notice of allowability mailed 2/23/2010 and is incorporated here by reference. It is noted 
that newly filed claims 24-27 are allowed because of their dependence on allowable 
independent claim 23. 

In light of the above, it is clear that rejections of record are untenable and thus 
the present claims are passed to issue.
